Interesting Papers on 
Branch Banking. 


Widely Divergent Views in Re- 
gard to the Proposed’ 
System. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M} 

KANSAS CITY, May 13.—The bank 
ers of Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma and 
Indian Territories met in joint con- 
Vention here today, and with many 
tern financiers of hote present }is- 
Sed to addresses on various topics. 
Five hundred delegates attended the 
Sessions, which will be continued to- 
morrow. 

Thomas B. Patton of New York, ed- 
Nor of the Banking Law Journal, deliv- 
ered an address to the Missouri asso- 
ciation on “The Evolution of Banking 
law.” Mr. Patton spoke on the laws 
which govern the business dealings of 
bankers—not so much the laws which 
govern the organization and powers of 
banking corporations as those laws 
which govern the instruments of trade 
in which bankers deal; the bills, notes, 
checks and other instruments repre- 
senting money, and the documentary 
securities representing property values 
which constitute the bone and sinew of 
the mercantile wealth of the country, 
and which it is the peculiar office of the 
banker to deal in and make effective. 

He showed that the formation of the 
law governing bills, notes and checks, 
and the dealings of bankers is the re- 
sult of a peculiar process; it consists 
of a body of rules which have been 
built up piecemeal by judjcial decisions 
founded on custom. It had developed 
out of the disputes of men. The process 
Originated in England, and has con- 
tinued in the various States since the 
American revolution. At occasiona! 
— — in this process of judicial rule- 

Ming there have deen statutory 
enactments, providing rules on this or 
oe particular point of commercia! 

He traced in detail the evolution of 
this process from its starting point in 
England to/the customs of merchants 
established 600 years ago, and showed 
when this country came to be 
established into a nation of independ- 
emt States the process was continued 
independently in each of the States and 
Territories of the Union. The result 
has been the establishment of many 
independent systems of State laws, 
statutory and judicial, governing bank- 
img and the instruments of commerce, 
whereas the subject governed is not 
confined to State lines, but is national 
im scope. The speaker pointed out many 
State laws, and 
ed, as the result of the present 
condition of the law, made up 80 large- 
of independent and antagonistic 


te rules, that great losses are 
caused to the mercantile and bank 
community, and that commer 


transactions between the States are 


pered. 

Of late years the condition of the 
law governing bills, notes and checks, 
when used in inter-State dealings, has 
been improved by the enactment of a 
uniform negotiable instruments law 
which, up to date, has been enacted in 
Seventeen of the States and Territories 
besides the District of Columbia. The 
improvement and unification of the 
law, which enter into the inter-State 
dealings of bankers and merchants 
must hoped for in the course of 
time when all the State Legislatures 
@ct in uniform accord and when all 
the judges come to think alike. 

BRANCH BANKING. 

In the afternoon all the associations 
met in joint sessions in the Grand 
Operahouse. This session was taken

“There is a wide diversity of opinion 
in this country as to the advisability 
of branch banking, and this diversity 
exists largely among bankers them- 
selves.

Those who think | 
that it would be, on the whole, a wise 
icy for the country, agree that they 
ve no special claim upon the public 
attention, and I for one, do not believe 
thet branch banking will ever be 
adopted by Congress until the major- 
ity of bankers acquiesce in it. Never- 
theless 1 believe that it will come be- 
cause I believe that it will be econom- 
ical and profitable to all banks, both 
in city and country, and that it wil 
extend and enlarge instead of crippling 
their business, and that after trying it 
they will wonder why they were ever 
opposed to it. 
ANSWER TO OBJECTION. -

TACOMA (Wash) May 13.—{Exclu-

OLCANO DISTURBANCES 
IN NICARAGUA. 


OUTBREAK OF ANCIENT CRATER 
IS THREATENED. 
Earthquake Destroys Docks at Town 
of Momotombo—Ample Provision Made 
for Earthquake Sufferers in Guate- 
mala—Heavy Losses from Temblor. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW ORLEANS, May 13.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Passengers who ar- 
rived today on the steamer Breakwa- 
ter from Nicaragua, report voicani> 
disturbances and earthquakes in that 
republic, apparently connected with 
the recent similar disturbances in 
Guatemala. The center of disturb- 
ances Was the old volcano Momotombo. 


which lies near the northwest end of 
Lake Managua a continuation of 
Lake Nicaragua, and not far from the 
capital of Managua. The volcano, 
which has never been entirely extinct, 
began smoking several weeks ago. 
Latterly it has been dis harging show- 
ers of ashes accompanied by great 
quantities of smoke with a rumbling 
noise. This was followed by an earth- 
quake that destroyed the docks at 
Momotombo, at the foot of the moun- 
tain, and the terminus of the railroad 
running from the lake to Corinto on 
the Pacific. 

Passengers just arrived from Guate- 
mala report that residents of the 
country have made ample. provision 
for the victims of the recent earth- 
quake. President Manuel Estrada 
Cabreen headed the relief fund with 
a donation of $20,000. The American 
colony subscribed $25,000. and up to 
May 1 there had been subscribed $181,- 
424. The Guatemalan Congress levied 
special taxes from 10 to 20 per cent, 
on all whisky and tobacco imported, 
the money to be applied to the rellet 
of the sufferers. Troops were sent to 
all the towns and cities where the 
greatest damage occurred and pro- 
visions and clothing were collected 
and forwarded. The number of - per- 
sons left homeless by the earthquake 
is estimated at 80,000. The loss of life 
caused by the earthquake is smal! 
compared with the amount of dam- 
age done by it.

TWO THOUSAND DEAD.

STEWART TALKS SENSE. 
Consideration then was resumed cf 
the Philippine Government Bill, and 
Mr. Stewart of Nevada addressed the 
Senate in support of the measura He 
had listened to the debate with sur- 
prise, he said, as it was more acrimo- 
nious than any debate he had ever 
heard. He could not understani v.by 
such animosity had been excited, as our 
control of the Philippines had been ac- 
quired through the Spanish war, which 
was an act not of any politial party, 
but of the government itself, withcut 
regard to party.

SILVER FOR FILIPINOS.

Mr. Stewart said that ae time im- 
memorial the Mexican dolar had been 
used as a standard in the Philippines. 
The pending bill simply provided the 
Filipinos with a stable currency of a 
kind they had been accustomed to. 

Mr. Tillman twitted Mr. Stewart 
with a change of his views on the sil- 
ver question. 

The Nevada Senator warmly denied 
the imputation. His views, he said, had 
not changed. For the present, at least, 
the silver question was dead because 
the enormous output of gold had made 
good times. If the Philippines were a 
great manufacturing country, he said, 
he should hesitate to give them t 
coinage provision inserted in the pend- 
ing bill, but in the circumstances it 
was the proper thing to do. 

Mr. Lodge explained that the Philip- 
pines Committee, in Inserting the free- 
coinage provision in the bill. had made 
no change in the monetary standard of 
the islands. That standard was sil- 
ver, the Mexican dollar being the unit. 
The islands were in great need of a 
subsidiary coinage. All that was at- 
tempted by the pending bill was to 
substitute a dollar coined by this gov- 
ernment for the Mexican dollars now in 
use.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION. 

The Naval Appropriation Bill, which 
provides or two new battleships, two 
armored cruisers and two gunboats, 
and carries a total of $77,650,000, was 
taken up in the House today. Repre- 
sentative Foss of Illinois, chairman of 
the Naval Committee, in opening the 
debate, sounded a note of warning 
against the overconfident belief that 
our navy is invincible. He declared 
that our victories at Manila and San- 
tlago were due to the fact that we 
were contending with an effete and 
decaying nation, and that our strength 
far outmatched Spain in those con- 
tests. 

Mr. Rixey also spoke for the bill, 
most of his time being given to an ar- 
gument for goveynment construction 
of warships. 

POWERS OF CONGRESS USURPED. 

The conference report on the Omni- 
bus Claims Bill was rejected, on the 
ground that claims not considered by 
either branch of Congress had been 
inserted in the measure by the con- 
ferees, and the measure was returned 
to conference. 

In making his ruling, Speaker Hen- 
derson said there must be no abuse 
of the prerogatives of a conference 
committee, as that would open the 
dangerous pathway for the usurpation 
of the powers of Congress by a com- 
mittee. He held that three entirely 
new items had been introduced [nto the 
omnibus claims measure, and he there- 
fore sustained the point of order. This 
had the effect of rejecting the entire 
conference report. 

Mr. Mahon of Pennsylvania, chaiy- 
man of the committee having charge 
of the measure, promptly appealed 
from the decision of the chatr, and Mr. 
Underwood moved to table the appeal. 
Coming from the Republican side of the 
chamber, an appeal from the decision 
of the chair caused some surprise. On 
being appealed to by his associates, 
Mr. Mahon withdrew his appeal from 
the Speaker's decision. The matter 
eontniued under discussion for some 
time in connection with the return of 
the omnibus bill to conference. 

The Omnibus Claims Bill was sent 
back to conference, but the debate was 
protracted by Mr. Underwood's motion 
instructing the eonferees not to ac- 
cept the Senate amendment covering 
the findings of the Selfridge naval 
board for balances due on vessels bullt 
during the Civil War. The motion to 
instruct prevailed on a rising vate, 
67 to 34. whereupon a yea and ‘ay 
vote was taken. The vote resuited 
113 to 70 in favor of the instructions 
to the conferees. 

OUR NAVY NOT INVINCIBLE, 

The Naval Appropriation ul then 
was taken up. The measure is ne

It 
carries a total of $77,659,586 and in- 
cludes provision for two battleships, 
twe armored cruisers and two gun- 
boats, one of the larger ships to be 
bullt in a government navy yard.

the School Mistress. 

Little Lillie Pierce, erstwhile B 
fourth pupil in the Haya-street school, 
over on the East Side, is having a 
vacation; and, strange to say, she isn't 
80 very jolly over it. either. 

And Mrs. M. J. Pierce, little Lille“ 
mother, who resides at No. 1900 Mo- 
zart street, isn’t exactly happy over 
the event herself, for this reason—it's 
an enforced vacation, caused by the 
principal of the school suspending LI 
lie for irreguiar attendance. 

The City Board of Education, which 
makes rules and regulations and 
things, and says what children must 
do and mustn't do if they want to 
abide under the wing of the city schoo! 
teacher, is hereby given a tip to take 
to the tall timber. 

They stand in imminent danger of 
being sued, individually and _  collec- 
tively, by the irate Mrs. Pierce, for 
thus enforcing a vacation on her lit- 
tle one. Mrs. Pierce is saying things 
not at all complimentary to the sys- 
tem in vogue in our city schools, and 
declares she will bring suit to compel 
the board to readmit her child. She 
says she has some good money she is 
willing to use to determine whether a 
child who receives first-class grades in 
studies and deportment can g um- 
marily turned out of school for tardi- 
ness. The State makes attendance 
at school compuleory, says Mrs. Pierce, 
and the city school rulings make it 
difficult—and there you are. 

Mise Kate McCarthy. principal of 
the Hays-street school, was seen last 
night and stated that Lillie Pierce 
was a bright pupil and she is sorry to 
lose her. However, the board has male 
a ruling that three absences without a 
reasonable excuse make caute for sus- 
pension. The child had been absent 
three half days, and came late Monday 
morning, without an excuse from her 
mother. She wrote to Mrs. Pierce, ask- 
ing her to call and have a talk with 
her, but the mother refused, and there 
was but one course for her to follow, 
that of carrying out the rule of the 
Board of Education. 

Mra. Pierce says she its determined 
to push the affair to an issue, and 
will give her lawyer instructions to- 
day to take up the case. 

TWO BUILDINGS BURNED. 
Explosion of Tank of Gasoline Starts 
a Lively Fire at Ducommun and 
Amelia Streets. 

An eighty-gallon tank of gasoline in 
the rear of the grocery and dwelling 
of A. Howitz, Nos. 502 and 504 Amelia 
street, exploded from some unknown 
cause at 4:20 o'clock esterday after-

deep, and then, after the work was 
all done, it is alleged. they carelessly 
left an excavation under the cement 
walk, ao that it is unstable. 

Plaintiff alleges that he was informed 
by Mulholland that the objectionable 
meter would be imstalled merely to 
ascertain how much water was being 
used-——not to collect a rate.

Though now cultivated § ex- 
tensively in most of the warm parts of 
the world, and apparently in many 
completely maturalized, the diffusion 
of the orange has taken place in a 
comparatively recent historical period. 
To ancient Mediterranean agriculture 
it was unknown. Although the later 
Greeks and Romans were familiar with 
the citron as an exotic fruit, their 
“Median apple” appears to have been 
the only form of the citrus genus with 
which they were acquainted. The 
researches of Gallesio have proved 
that India was the country from which 
the orange spread to Western Asia 
and eventually to Europe. The Bur- 
mese peninsula and Southern China 
were probably the origina! home of the 
orange. It was carried to Seuthwest 
Agia by the Arabs, probably before 
the ninth century. and afterward 
epread through the ame agency 
through the northern parts of Africa 
and Spain, following the tide of Ma- 
hommedan conquest and civilization. 
In the twelfth century the Bigarade, 
| or bitter, orange was cultivated in the 


Levant countries, but no aliusion to the 


| sweet orange occurs until a later 


| period, and the exact time it was in- 


troduced is unknown. It was culti- 
vated in Italy early in the saixteenth 
century. In China and Japan it has 
flourished from very ancient times, and 
the sweet orange was undoubtedly first 


| brought by Portuguese to Portugal 
about 1547, and afterward to the

oi} comes, which ta chiefly used in 
perfumery and for flavoring in cooking. 

The Lemon. 


The lemon is a native of the north- 
west provinces of India, and like the 
orange was unknown to the Greeks 
and Romans. It was brought by the 
Arabs into Spain about the thirteenth 
century. and was cultivated in the 
Azores and siripped to England in 1494. 
It s now largely grown in Spain, For- 
tugal, Sicily and the Mediterranean 
regions. There are some forty-seven 


lemon. Those most cultivated are the 
common or Genoa lemon, the thin- 
skinned lemon, the sweet lemon and the 
citron lemon. 

The Lime. 

There are some eight varieties § of 
the sweet lime, which are largely cul- 
tivated in Mexico and also in the West 
Indies, especially in the Island of 
Montserrat, which, although having an 
area of only thirty-two square miles, 
has the most extensive plantations of 


Australasia. 


In Tahiti, Fiji and many of the 
Pacific islands the orange has 
long established, and the fruit im- 
ported into this country.

A great freeze, 
January 12, 1486, when the temperature 
fell to 14 deg. in some Places, put a 
check on previous extravagant specu- 
lation by those who thought it an easy 
and agreeable way to make a large 
fortune. By this frost the orange trees 
of every part of the South, except 
those below Middle Florida (the lake 
region of Sumter, Orange, and Lake 
counties) suffered feverely. In Louis- 
lana they were in most cases killed to 
the ground. This was also the case in 
parts of Southern Texas, Miaseissippi, 
Alabama and in extreme North For- 
ida, and along the coasts of Georgia 
and Seuth Carolina, where a few 
trees were grown.

Shaddock and Pomelo. 

The cultivation of these fruits is 
gradually extending, especially that of 
the pomelo, which is a first-class mar- 
ketable fruit, valuable in the spring and 
early summer after oranges are over. 
and by some people considered equal 
to the orange. The pomelo is an in- 
digenous fruit of Indo-China and the 
Malay Peninsuja, and was first brough: 
to the West Indies by a Capt. Shad- 
dock, from whom it has taken its 
name. There are said to be about forty 
distinct varieties of the shaddock. In 
Florida, especially in Hernando, Hills- 
boro, Manatee, and Sumter coun- 
tles, there are many varieties of the 
shaddock and pomelo. varying consider- 
ably in size. quality and general ap- 
pearance. The shaddock tree is one of 
the most handsome of the genus. The 
fruit of some varieties occasionally at- 
tains a weight of fifteen pounds. Those 
most generally cultivated are the Ra- 
hama shaddoeck, the Blood, or Pink 
shaddock;: “Forbidden Fruit,” intra- 
duced from South Africa by Col. 
Church of Orlando: Horton's shaddowk, 
and the Mammoth. The pomelo is much 
larger than an orange and smaller 
than a shaddock;: it is also called 
“grape fruit“ from its habit of grow- 
ing in clusters. The leading varieties 
are the Improved pomelo, Pernambuco 
pomelo, introduced through the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington the White-fleshed Pom- 
„%, the Red-fleshed pomelo, from 
India, and the Canton pomelo, also a 
red flesh variety. 


Citron. 


This fruit is almost invariably ne- 
giected by the frult growers of Florida, 
although it might become a valuable 
article of export. It forms a low, strag- 
ung bush, rarely over eight feet in 
height, but the recumbent branches 
rooting and extending until a perfect 
thicket is formed, in which the identity 
of the parent tree is almost lost. 

The varieties grown in Florida are 
the Lemon Citron, shape oblong like 
a lemon, very large, weighing from two 
to eight pounds; the Lyman, a citron 
imported from the Mediterranean by 
Gen. H. 8. Sanford, so named by the 
Florida Nurserymen's Assoctation in 
1587, in honor of the Rev. Lyman 
Phelps, who brought it to public notice; 
and the Orange Citron. so called from 
being round like an orange.

in Florida were coarse, overfrown seed- 
lings, of Messina and Sictly varieties, 
the little bushy “everbearing,” and the 
venerable “French,” or Florida rough” 
lemon. In the “lake region” lemon cul- 
ture has received much attention, 
though to a less extent they are culti- 
vated all over the peninsula of Florida. 
For the first importation of the fine va- 
rieties of the commercial lemon Flor- 
ida is indebted to Mr. Bidwell and Gen. 
Sanford. Today Florida produces as 
fine lemons as grow anywhere in the 
world, the Villa Franca, Sicily, Belair, 
Genoa and Eureka are most in favor, 
and are all firet-class lemons. 

The lemon is more tender than the 
orange, shaddock and pomelo, but nat 
do tender as the lime, which is almost 
tropical. About thirty varieties are 
cultivated in Florida. 

The Lime. 

The iime is perhaps the most tender 
of all the citrus trees, consequently its 
culture is confined to a limited terri- 
tory. It flourishes in situations where 
an orange tree would soon die, being 
perfectly at heme, with good culture, 
on the low “hardpan” land so common 
in South Florida, and grows luxuri- 
antly on rocky, scanty soil. There are 
over a dozen varieties, including. a 
number introduced from the Hima- 
layan region of India. The “Florida,” 
imported from Mexico, is the ordinary 
lime cultivatee in Florida and the West 
Indies, and is known in California as 
the Mexican lime. The Tahiti is an- 
other varicty grown in this State. 

Distribution. 

Of the forty-five counties in Plorida, 
oranges are raised in the following: 
Alachua, Brenard, Citrus, De Soto, 
Dade, Hernando, Hillsboro, Lake, Lee, 
Leroy, Manatee, Marion, Osceola, Or- 
ange, Pasco, Putnam, Polk and Vo- 
lusia. 

The report of the State Commissioner 
of Agriculture for 1901 gives the num- 
ber of orange and lemon trees as fol- 
lows:

The total acreage therefore amounts 
to about 27,997 in oranges, and only 491 
in lemons, 

Oranges are grown in small quanti- 
tles tor household purposes in 
several other counties than those 
above mentioned, as in Cailfornia, but 
it will be some years before they are 
produced in sufficient quantities for 
shipment for trade purposes. The great 
freeze already referred to proved a 
terrible blow to the orange growers of 
Florida, in fact, it was nothing less 
than a disaster which brought ruin to 
many. The low temperature and se- 
verity of the frost were unprecedented 
in Florida. On the 29th of December. 
1894, the temperature fell to 14 deg. at 
Jacksonville, and to 18 deg. at Tampa 
and Titusville. It was followed by a 
second frost, equally as severe, in Feb- 
ruary, 1895. 


been steadily gaining ground in the 
citrus-fruit industry. In 1884 the ship- 
ments amounted to 600.000 boxes: two 
years later they exceeded

Until seven years ago Florida ope 
cupled the foremost place in the pro- 
duction of Citrus fruits in the Uniteg 
States, but since then California hag 
made enormous strides, ana has quite 
outstripped her former competitor, 
and now ships ten times more oranges 
and lemons than Florida. The orange 
especially has held a leading place 
among California fruits for the last 
twenty years, and at the present time 
eltrus fruits rank third in the State, 
judged by the number of trees, being 
exceeded only by prunes and peaches; 
apricots occupying the fourth place, 
The largest crop was in 1900, which, ace 
eording Ao the State Board of Trade 
returns, amounted to over 226,000 tong 
shipped out of the State. So far as 
temperatures go, citrus fruits cannot 
be attributed to any special division of 
the State, for they flourish for a dis- 
tance running from north to south of 
nearly 400 miles, in proper situations 
and soils, more or less in the foothills, 
and the temperature extremes are 
practically identical within this long 
stretch. 

The orange is grown from cutting 
layers and seeds; the latter method is 
almost exclusively followed, and is by 
far the best. The seasons when the 
different varieties come to maturity 
are: The Washington navel, Novem- 
ber to May; Malta Blood, March te 
June; Mediterranean Sweet, April to 
July; St. Michaels, May to July; Va- 
lencia late, June to September. These 
may be considered the favorite va- 
rieties that are grown for commercial 
pu At one time the Australian 
navel, introduced from Australia in 
1874 by Lewis Wolfskill of Los Ange- 
les, Was popular, but it has been 
superseded by the Washington navel, 
which is decidedly superior. 

Southern California was the first 
portion of the State to take up the cul- 
tivation of citrus fruits as a commer- 
clal enterprise, and later Northern 
(north of the Tehachepi Mountains) 
and Central California, followed suit, 
and the industry is now spreading 
rapidly in many of these counties. 
Sufficient data are now at hand to prove 
that with judicious selection of sites, 
especially in the so-called thermal.“ 
or warm belt on the foothills, orange 
growing can be made a success. These 
belts skirt the coast valleys, and also 
the larger inland valleys like the San 

at a slight elevation of from 
a hundred to a thousand feet or more 
depending upon the configuration ot 
the mountains. The soil considered to 
be best adapted to the successful 
growth of the orange is principally a 
sandy loam, because such a soil is leas 
subject to being baked by repeated 
irrigation and cultivation. They are, 
however, grown on a great variety of 
solls, including the black, heavy soil 
known by the name of black adobe, 
but the latter must be considered un- 
favorable on account of the difficulty 
in irrigating it.

THE ORANGE AND LEMON INDUS- 


TRY IN THE UNITED STATES. 
BY GEORGE ROBERTSON. 

HE EARLY HISTORY OF CITRUS 

FRUITS.— The tree that produces 
the familiar orange of commerce 
is closely allied to the citron, 
lemon and lime. Risso and Poli- 
teau, two of the greatest authori- 
ties on citrus fruits, have de- 
scribed eighty kinds of oranges (in- 
cluding the Bergamots,) chiefly differ- 
ing in external shape, size and flavor 
of the fruit, but all may be traced to 
two well-marked varieties, the sweet, 
or China, and the bitter, or Bigarade 
orange. Though now cultivated § ex- 
tensively in most of the warm parts of 
the world, and apparently in many 
completely maturalized, the diffusion 
of the orange has taken place in a 
comparatively recent historical period. 
To ancient Mediterranean agriculture 
it was unknown. Although the later 
Greeks and Romans were familiar with 
the citron as an exotic fruit, their 
“Median apple” appears to have been 
the only form of the citrus genus with 
which they were acquainted. The 
researches of Gallesio have proved 
that India was the country from which 
the orange spread to Western Asia 
and eventually to Europe. The Bur- 
mese peninsula and Southern China 
were probably the original home of the 
orange. It was carried to Southwest 
Asia by the Arabs, probably before 
the ninth century. and afterward 
| spread through the ame agency 
through the northern parts of Africa 
and Spain, following the tide of Ma- 
hommedan conquest and civilization. 
In the twelfth century the Bigarade, 
or bitter, orange was cultivated in the 
Levant countries, but no allusion to the 
sweet orange occurs until a later 
period, and the exact time it was in- 
troduced is unknown. It was culti- 
| vated in Italy early in the sixteenth 
| century. In China and Japan it has 
flourished from very ancient times, and 
the sweet orange was undoubtedly first 
brought by Portuguese to Portugal 
about 1547, and afterward to the 
Atores, where the “St. Michael” or- 
ange first became famous. 

Under favorable conditions a tree will 
yield from 400 to 1000 oranges, and 
even far more; the trees continue to 
bear for from fifty to eighty years; 
| some have produced crops for cen- 
turies, but these were generally the 
bitter variety. 

In modern times the principal source 
of supply of oranges and lemons for 
the markets of the world has been 
Italy, Spain, Portugal. the Azores, 
Malta, Sicily, the Coast of Syria, 
whence comes the well-known Jaffa“ 
orange; the West India Islands, and 
in more recent times Florida and Cali- 
fornia. The production in these two 
States has increased enormousty dur- 
ing the last ten years, and is stpadily 
ieking the place of imported fruit 
in the United States. 

Of the West Indian Islands, the fol- 
lowing are the most important produc- 
ers of citrus fruits: British—Jamaica, 
Bahamas, Windward Islands, Leeward 
Islands, the latter including Montser- 
rat, famous for its limes: American— 
Cube and Porto Rico; Danish—Santa 
Crus, St. Thomas and St. Johns; 


| Dutch—Curacoa, Bonaire and Arulia. 

| The orange family includes the com- 
| mon orange (Citrus aurantium) 
lemon, lime, shaddock, pomelo and cit- 
ren. Botarists generally regard all or- 
anges as of one species; others. con- 
sider the sweet, bitter and Bergamot

Varieties. 

The sweet orange abounds in citric 
acid and possesses in a high degree 
the antiscorbutic properties that ren- 
der the lemon and lime so valuable in 
medicine. The bitter orange is exten- 
sively grown in Southern Spain and 
known generally as the “Seville.” It 
is used principally for the manufac- 
ture of marmalade, and drted peel, the 


The Maltese or

jorca, or seedless, orange also stands 
high in popular favor. The Mandarin 
orange of China and the small n- 
gerine orange, derived from the for- 
mer variety, are also greatly in de- 
mand. 

The Bergamot is a species of orange,

The Lemon. 


The lemon is a native of the north- 
west provinces of India, and like the 
orange was unknown to the Greeks 
and Romans. It was brought by the 
Arabs into Spain about the thirteenth 
century, and was cultivated in the 
Azores and shipped to England in 1494. 
It e now largely grown in Spain, Por- 
tugal, Sicily and the Mediterranean 
regions. There are some forty-seven 
known varieties, and twelve of sweet 
lemon. Those most cultivated are the 
common or Genoa lemon, the thin- 
skinned lemon, the sweet lemon and the 


citron lemon. 
The Lime. 


There are some eight varieties § of 
the sweet lime, which are largely cul- 
tivated in Mexico and also in the West 
Indies, especially in the Island of 
Montserrat, which, although having an 
area of only thirty-two square miles, 
has the most extensive plantations of 
limes in the world. . 

Australasia. 


In Tahiti, Fiji and many of the 
Pacific islands the orange has been 
long established, and the fruit im- 
ported into this country. In Australia, 
especially in New South Wales, Queens- 
land and South Australia, large quan- 
tities of citrus frults are raised, but 
mostly for home consumption. 


Citrus Fruits in the United States. 


It has been alleged by some that the 
orange is a native of the Southern 
States, near the Gulf of Mexico, but 
the probability rather seems to be 
that it has been introduced and be- 
come naturalized. Indeed, it is said 
that the orange was first brought to 
the North American continent by Ber- 
nal Dias del Castillo, who accompa- 
nied Cortez to Mexico and introduced 
it into that country.

States in Florida and Louisiana, and

Of all these varieties of the orange 
the Washington navel is now undoubt- 
edly the most popular, and the most 
widely cultivated, both in California 
and Florida. It was first brought to 
this country from Bahia, Brazil, in 
1870, by William Saunders of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and was first 
named by him “Bahia,” in honor of the 
place from which it came. Twelve 
trees only were imported, and issued 
as the “Bahia” orange. Two of these 
trees were obtained by Mrs. L. C. 
Tibbetts of Riverside, and as buds 
were taken from these trees, and the 
cultivation of it spread throughout the 
district, it became known also as the 
“Riverside navel,” to distinguish it 
from a simMar, though inferior, variety 
which had previously been introduced 
from Australia. It is now said by 
some authorities that the twelve orig- 
mal trees could not all have been the 
same variety, the fruit produced by 
some Which originated from them not 
all being the same. 

Fifteen years ago the first pomelos 
were shipped from Florida to New 
York and Philadelphia, and were sold 
for 50 cents a barrel; the great freeze 
of 1894-95 reduced the crop to such a 
large extent that some of them sold 
that year as high as %5 to $20 a box. 
Thousands of trees have been newly 
planted in Florida. and in Southern 
California, and the cultivation 1e in 
creasing.

There are about nine 
different varieties. 

The Bergamot orange and Bergamot 
lemon are not much cultivated. 

Shaddock and Pomelo. 

The cultivation of these fruits is 
gradually extending, especially that of 
the pomelo, which is a first-class mar- 
ketable fruit, valuable in the spring and 
early summer after oranges are over. 
and by some people considered equal 
to the orange. The pomelo is an in- 
digenous fruit of Indo-China and the 
Malay Peninsuja, and was first brough: 
to the West Indies by a Capt. Shad- 
dock, from whom it has taken its 
name. There are said to be about forty 
distinct varieties of the shaddock. In 
Florida, especially in Hernando, Hills- 
boro, Manatee, and Sumter coun- 
tles, there are many varieties of the 
shaddock and pomelo. varying consider- 
ably in size, quality and general ap- 
pearance. The shaddock tree is one of 
the most handsome of the genus. The 
fruit of some varieties oceasionally at- 
tains a weight of fifteen pounds. Those 
most generally cultivated are the Ra- 
hama shaddock, the Blood, or Pink 
shaddock: “Forbidden Frult, intra- 
duced from South Africa by Col. 
Church of Orlando: Horton's shaddovwk, 
and the Mammoth. The pomelo is much 
larger than an orange and smaller 
than a shaddock: ‘it is also called 
“grape fruit" from its habit of grow- 
ing in clusters. The leading varieties 
are the Improved pomelo, Pernambuco 
pomelo, introduced through the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
Washington the White-fleshed Pom- 
elo, the Red-fleshed pomelo, from 
India, and the Canton pomelo, also a 
red flesh variety. 


Citron. 


This fruit is almost invariably ne- 
giected by the frult growers of Florida, 
although it might become a valuable 
article of export. It forms a low, strag- 
ling bush, rarely over eight feet in 
height, but the recumbent branches 
rooting and extending until a perfect 
thicket is formed, in which the identity 
of the parent tree is almost lost. 

The varieties growm in Florida are 
the Lemon Citron, shape oblong like 
a lemon, very large, weighing from two 
to eight pounds; the Lyman, a citron 
imported from the Mediterranean by 
Gen. H. S. Sanford, so named by the 
Florida Nurserymen's Association in 
1887, in honor of the Rev. Lyman 
Pheips, who brought it to public notice; 
and the Orange Citron. so called from 
being round like an orange. 

The Lemon. 

Lemon culture in South Florida made 
considérable progress previous to the 
great frost of February, 1895, when 
their cultivation received 4% severe 


check. At first the only lemons known 


in Florida were coarse, overgrown seed- 
lings, of Messina and Sictly varieties, 
the little bushy “everbearing,” and the 
venerable “French,” or Florida rough“ 
lemon. In the “lake region” lemon cul- 
ture has received much attention, 
though to a less extent they are culti- 
vated all over the peninsula of Florida. 
For the first importation of the fine va- 
rieties of the commercial lemon Flor- 
ida is indebted to Mr. Bidwell and Gen. 
Sanford. Today Florida produces as 
fine lemons as grow anywhere in the 
world, the Villa Franca, Sicily, Belair, 
Genoa.and Eureka are most in favor, 
and are all first-class lemons. 

The lemon is more tender than the 
orange, shaddock and pomelo, but nat 
so tender as the lime, which is almost 
tropical. About thirty varieties are 
cultivated in Florida. 


The Lime. 


The lime is perhaps the most tender 
of all the citrus trees, consequently its 
culture ie confined to a limited terri- 
tory. It flourishes in situations where 
an orange tree would soon die, being 
perfectly at keme, with good culture, 
on the low “hardpan” land so common 
in South Florida, and grows luxuri- 
antly on rocky, scanty soil. There are 
over a dozen varieties, including. a 
number introduced from the Hima- 
layan region of India. The Florida.“ 
imported from Mexico, is the ordinary 
lime cultivated in Florida and the West 
Indies, and is known in California as 
the Mexican lime. The Tahiti is an- 
other varicty grown in this State. 

Distribution. 

Of the forty-five counties in Florida. 
oranges are raised in the following: 
Alachua, Brenard, Citrus, De Soto, 
Dade, Hernando, Hillsboro, Lake, Lee, 
Leroy, Manatee, Marion, Osceola, Or- 
— 4 Pasco, Putnam, Polk and vo- 
usia. 

The report of the State Commissioner 
of Agriculture for 1901 gives the num-

The total acreage therefore amounts 
to about 27,997 in oranges, and only 491 
in lemons, 

Oranges are grown in small quanti- 
ties for household purposes in 
several other counties than those 
above mentioned, as in Callfornta, but 
it will be some years before they are 
produced in sufficient quantities for 
shipment for trade purposes. The great 
freeze already referred to proved a 
terrible blow to the orange growers of 
Florida, in fact, it was nothing less 
than a disaster which brought ruin to 
many. The low temperature and se- 
verity of the frost were unprecedented 
in Florida. On the 29th of December. 
1894, the temperature fell to 14 deg. at 
Jacksonville, and to 18 deg. at Tampa 
and Titusville. It was followed by a 
second frost, equally as severe, in Feb- 
ruary, 1895. 

For ten years previously Florida had 
been steadily gaining ground in the 
citrus-fruit industry. In 1884 the ship- 
ments amounted to 600.000 boxes: two 
years later they exceeded a million and 
u quarter; in 1889 they were over two 
million boxes; in 1891, 3,761,000: in 1893, 
5,055,000; in 1894, 6.000.000. Then in 1895 
the shipments droppen to only 75,000 
boxes. and the industry has not yet 
recovered from the effects of that fatal 
frost, the shipments for 1900 a mounting 
to only 900,000. Although Florida has 
suffered such a severe setback, the 
growers are not disheartened, and it is 
probable that the next few years will 
see greater developments of the fruit 
industry than ever before. Favored 
with a fertile soil and a climate, in 
ordinary seasons, well suited for semi-

Soil and af 
Which Oranges and Lemons Freese 
Favorite Varieties—The Lime, the 
Citron and the Pomelo—Misleading 
Assessors’ Figures—Shipments. 


Until seven years ago Florida ov 
cupled the foremost place in the pro- 
duction of Citrus fruits in the United 
States, but since then California hag 
made enormous strides, and has quite 
outstripped her former competitor, 
and now ships ten times more oranges 
and lemons than Florida. The orange 
especially has held a leading place 
among California fruits for the last 


twenty years, and at the present time 


eltrus fruits rank third in the State, 
judged by the number of trees, being 
exceeded only by prunes and peaches; 
apricots occupying the fourth place, 
The largest crop was in 1900, which, ace 
eording to the State Board of Trade 
returns, amounted to over 226,000 tong 
shipped out of the State. So far ag 
temperatures go, citrus fruits cannot 
be attributed to any special division of 
the State, for they flourish for a dis- 
tance running from north to south of 
nearly 400 miles, in proper situationg 
and soils, more or less in the foothills, 
and the temperature extremes ard 
practically identical within this long 
stretch. 

The orange is grown from cuttings, 
layers and seeds; the latter method is 
almost exclusively followed, and is by 
far the best. The seasons when the 
different varieties come to maturity 
are: The Washington navel, Novem- 
ber to May; Malta Blood, March te 
June; Mediterranean Sweet, April to 
July; St. Michaels, May to July; Va- 
lencia late, June to September. These 
may be considered the favorite va- 
rieties that are grown for commercial 
purposes. At one time the Australian 
navel, introduced from Australia in 
1874 by Lewis Wolfskill of Los Ange- 
les, Was popular, but it has been 
superseded by the Washington navel, 
which is decidedly superior. 

Southern California was the first 
portion of the State to take up the cul- 
tivation of citrus fruits as a commer<- 
cial enterprise, and later Northern 
(north of the Tehachepi Mountains) 
and Central California, followed suit, 
and the industry is now spreading 
rapidly in many of these counties. 
Sufficient data are now at hand to prove 
that with judicious selection of sites, 
especially in the so-called “thermal.” 
or warm belt on the foothills, orange 
growing can be made a success. These 
belts skirt the coast valleys, and also 
the larger inland valleys like the San 
Jeeqtiin, at a slight elevation of from 
a hundred to a thousand feet or more 
depending upon the configuration ot 
the mountains. The soil considered to 
be best adapted to the successful 
growth of the orange is principally a 
sandy loam, because such a soil is less 
subject to being baked by repeated 
irrigation and cultivation. They are, 
however, grown on a great variety of 
soils, including the black, heavy soil 
known by the name of black adobe, 
but the latter must be considered un- 
‘favorable on account of the difficulty 
in irrigating it. 

The orange, and still more the lemon, 
are more or tess sensitive to frost, 
The following are the temperatures at 
which oranges and lemons are lable 
to be injured.

The Lemon. 


Although lemons have been grown In 
California for half a century, it is only 
during the last decade that they have 
risen to considerable commercial im- 
portance. The lemon is less hardy 
than the orange, but it is better 
adapted to the cooler climate of that 
part of the coast region where frost 
does not prevall. This is for two rea- 
sons. First, its chief value ts its acid. 
and it does not require so much beat 
to develop this quality as the orange; 
secondly, the fruit matures nearly ail 
the year round, and is therefore niwre 


valuable than where it ripens all, or 
nearly all, its fruit at one time. 

A well-drained sandy loam is un- 
questionably the best for the lemon, 


especially when on its own root Is this 
necessary. n orange stock it is much 
more hardy. 

In 1894 u large acreage was planted, 
both on the coast of Southern Califor- 
nia, and in the interior. Experience 


has proved that the lemon is best 
suited to the coast region, and the ore 
ange to the interior.

The Pomelo. 


The Pomelo first came to the front

Number ‘of Trees. 


The County Assessor returns for 
March, 1902, show a total of 5.060, 480 
orange trees, of which 3,067,785 were in 
bearing, and 1,792,695 not bearing. Of 
lemon trees they show a total of 1,439,- 
856, of which 638,084 were in bearing 
and 254,272 not bearing. figures 
are so manifestiy deficient and incor- 
rect that the table by counties is not 

uced here. At a récent meeting 
of the State Board of Trade, it was 
stated that there are mistakes or er- 
— 4 amounting to millions in the 
of fruit trees returned by the as- 
sessors in California, and it appears 
that in some cases the returns have 
mot been revised for years. For in- 
Stance, in the assessor's tables the 
county of San Luis Obispo is given 
twice as many orange trees as Santa 
Barbara, and Butte county is credited 
with about the same number of orange 
trees as Orange county. The asses- 
sors return orange or lemon trees in 
forty-two of the counties of the State, 
only eleven counties being reported as 
hot possessing any orange or lemon 
trees. In only ten counties, however, are 
there reported to be more than 30,000 
orange trees.

Trade in Citrus Fruits. 


The import and export returns of the 
two countries which import the lars 
est amount of citrus fruits, vs.: the 
Tinited Kingdom and the United States, 
form an interesting and = instructive 
study. The United States imports or- 
anges principally from the British 
West Indies, Mexico, Italy, the United 
Kingdom, Cuba and Japan, but by far 
the greatest quantity comes from the 
British West Indies, which last year 
contributed 33,000,000 pounds out of the 
£0,000,000 imported. 

Zhe lemons come almost exclusively 
from Italy, chiefly Sicily. Last year 
the quantity from that country

obtained in any other way. The value 
of oranges annually imported amounts 
te no leas than $10,000,000, and of lem- 
ons upward of $2,000,000. There is room 
here for a great development of the 
American citrus-fruilte trade, which 
@bould not be overlooked. At present 

Spain easily takes the first place, as 
she aleo does in raisins, and other 
countries may be said to be nowhere, 
e out of the $10,000, for o s she 
claime %9.000,000, Asiatic Turkey, or 
Asia Minor, being next with only 500. 
000. In lemon Italy leads a long way, 
with nearly $82,000,000, Spain coming 
next with about $250,000 as the value of 
her exports in this fruit. Previous to 

» the quantities were entered in 
sheis; in that year they were changed 
hundredweighis of 112 pounds, but 
are here given in pounds for the sake 
of easy comparison. The actua! amount 
of fruit consumed in the United King- 


cannot be determined, as both oranges 
and lemons being admitted duty free, 
no record is kept of the quantity 
“entered for home consumption.” 

The returns are also interesting, as 
they show better than any others how 
many countries produce citrus fruita, 
while the amount of their exports is a 
good index to the extent of their pro- 
duction. The Canadian returns give 
exporting countries in some detail, and 
they also illustrate the various ways 
in which oranges are packed for ship- 
ment, viz.: in boxes, half-boxes, cases, 
in bulk and in barrels. Oranges, lem- 
ons and limes are all classed under one 
heading, and cannot, therefore, be 
shown separately. The United States 
here occupies the first place, the im- 
ports from this country far exceeding 
all others. To California this should be 
of special interest, as owing to her 
position as the nearest neighbor of 
Canada, she should obtain even a still 
larger proportion of this trade. 

The difference between the total im- 
ports and the quantities “entered for 
home consumption” is that the latter 
figures show the amount on which duty 
has been paid and the quantity con- 
sumed in the country, a portion of the 
total imports being often ren ported. 
but the amount is naturally compara- 
tively small in perishabie fruit, such 
as oranges. It should be borne in mind 
that in addition to the imports and the 
crop as shown by the quantity shipped, 
the actual demand is far greater, as 
large quantities are consumed locally, 


or at home.

When the English took Jamaica 
from Spain in 1655, they found both 
the sweet and bitter, or Seville orange 
growing there: also the lemon, lime 
and citron. The Mandarin was dis- 
tributed from the botanical gardens in 
1846. The following figures of the total 
exports from Jamaica for the year end- 
ing March 21, 1901, will give an idea of 
the magnitude of the fruit trade from 
the West Indian Isiands.

“CHRISTIAN SCIENCE.” 
Facts Concerning the Growth of the 
Movement Founded by Mrs. Eddy— 


Churches Multiplying.

(Of Christian Science Publication Committee.) 
ARLY in the last quarter of the 
nineteenth century press, pulpit and 
layman became conscious of a new 

factor in religious thought and life, but 
few expected that before the close of 
the century they would see a large and 
flourishing denomination of earnest 
Christian people grow from what 
seemed such an intangible beginning; 
but the growth of Christian Science 
has been as rapid as its history has 
been simple, and its achievement as 
great as its purpose is noble. 

In the year 1866 a woman born and 
reared in the religious atmosphere of 
New England, when seemingly helpless 
and almost hopeless, turned in her ex- 
tremity to God and was healed, as 
thousands throughout all ages have 
been healed and saved when they have 
trusted God. This fervent, religious 
woman, knowing that God is no re- 
specter of persons, entered upon the 
task of searching out His immutable 
law, by which she was healed and by 
which she knew that all mankind 
might be healed. The fruit of her con- 
secrated labor was given to the world 
in 1875 in her book, 
Health, With Key to the Scriptures.” 


This book is the text-book of Chris- 
tian Science, and its author, Mary 
Baker G. Eddy. is the recognized 


leader of the most remarkable reli- 
gious movement of modern times—a re- 
ligion founded upon the sacred reve- 
lation of scripture, and which insist- 
ently and persistently declares that 
Jesus the Christ revealed the Father to 
all men for all time. Under the wise 
leadership of this wonderful woman, 
who but thirty-five years ago stood 
one as the one Christian Scientist in 
all the world, the denomination has 
prospered and has grown to such pro- 
portions as to compel the attention of 
the civilized world and command the 
respect of unprejudiced thinkers. 
CHILDHOOD OF MRS. EDDY. 
Mrs Eddy, whose history cannot be 
separated from the history of Christian 
Science, was born in Bow, N. H., a lit- 
tle hamlet situated in the beautiful val- 
ley of the Merrimac, and but a few 
miles from her present home on the 
outskirts of Concord. She is of Eng- 
lish and Scotch ancestry, and was the 
youngest child of Mark and Abigail 
Baker. As a child she was thoughtful 
and studious, and of a deeply-religious

nature. Of her early studies she says 
in “Retrospection and Introspection:” 
“At 10 years of age 1 was as familiar 
with Lindley Murray's grammar as 
with the Westminster catechism, and 
the latter I had to repeat every Sunday. 
My favorite studies were natural 
philosophy, logic and moral acience. 
From my brother Albert I received les- 
sons in the ancient tongues, Hebrew, 
Greek and Latin.” At the age of 12 
years she was admitted to membership 
in the Congregationa!] Church, and con- 
tinued in fellowship with that denom- 
ination until she established her own 
church. 
HER PRESENT HOME. 

Her book, “Science and Health,” was 
written while she was a resident of 
Lynn, Mass., and her earliest proofs of 
the adaptability of her system of heal- 
ing to the needs of mankind were 
shown in that city. Later she removed 
to Boston and remained there until 
1889, when she returned to her native 
State and took up her residence almost 
within sight of her birthplace. Her 
home, just out of Concord, is appro- 
priately named “Pleasant View,” and is 


one of the most beautiful spots in New 


England. It has on several occasions 
been thrown open to her followers, 
most notably in June last, when she 
personally welcomed about 
thousand visitors. The house is large, 
but not larger or more pretentious 
than thousands of motest New Eng- 
jand homes which bespeak moderate 
means and comfort rather than wealth. 
GRATITUDE OF DISCIPLES. 
Mrs. Eddy’s daily life is extremely 
simple, although one of great industry. 
As the active leader of a movement 
which has engaged the attention of 
probably a million people, it may well 
be conceded that she is one of the 
busiest women in the world. The 
statement so frequently made that her 
followers worship her is a misrepre- 
sentation of the attitude of Christian 
Science toward her. Christian Scien- 
tists are constantly reminded, through 
daily benefits received from Christian 
Science, that they are deeply indebted 
to her for the consecration of her life 
to their service, and for her wise coun- 
sel and self-sacrificing example, and 
they would be less than human if they 
falled in gratitude to her, but to Vor- 
ship her would be abhorrent to them 
and to her and contrary to the teach- 
ings of Christian Science. 
OPPOSITION AND SUCCESS. 
The denomination founded by this 
New England woman presents the 
marvel of the age. It has in its short 
history enlisted the.enthusiastic adher- 
ence of men and women of high men- 
tal, moral and spiritual attainment-— 
editors, ministers, doctors, lawyers, 
college professors, teachers, bankers, 
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merchants, clerks, laborers, farmers— 
in fact, people of every walk in life and 
every condition of thought. It has 
healed the sick, reclaimed the sinner, 
brought peace to the troubled, happl- 
ness to the miserable, and hope to the 
despairing: but, like every reform, it 
has been denounced from the pulpit 
and platform, ridiculed and misrepre- 
sented by its enemies, and forsaken by 
a few who found its moral and spir- 
itual requirements beyond their ca- 
pacity. But notwithstanding all this, 
the movement is today firmly estab- 
lished as a force successfully working 
for good morals, good citizenship, and 
a greater spirituality. Its mission in 
human affairs is to stem the tide of 
materialiam, to lessen and in time over- 
throw selfishness, brutality and greed, 
and to usher in the realization of the 
brotherhood of man. 
STATISTICS OF GROWTH. 

In 1967 Mrs. Bid established the 
first school for teaching Christian Sei- 
ence. In 1876, with six students, she 
organized the first Christian Scientist 
Association. In 1879 she organized the 
first church of. the denomination. In 
1881 she opened the Massachusetts 
Metaphysical College, chartered by the 
State of Massachusetts. In 1883 she 
established the Christian Science Jour- 
nal, the firet denominational periodical, 
and became its editor. 

The church organized. in 1879, with 
twenty-six bers, has become the 
mother church of the denomjnation, 
and has a present membership 22,127. 

The Massachusetts Metaphysical Col- 
lege has graduated about four thous- 
and students, who in turn have become 
teachers of many thousands more. Its 
Inst class, graduated in June, 1901, in- 
cluded students from twenty-five 
States and Territories and five foreign 
countries. 

The Christian Science Journal has 
been supplemented by the Christian 
Science Sentinel, a weekly paper, and 
the Christian Science Quarterly, which 
contains the Sunday lesson sermons 
used in all of the churches of the de- 
nomination. ° 

The number of organized church 
and socteties holding regular Sunda 
services and Wednesday evening meet- 
ings, increased from one in 1879 to 415 
in June, 1900, and to 661 in October, 
1901. The increase in the number of 
churches and societies In the seventeen 
months preceding October, 1901, was 
about 54 per cent. Greater New York 
has eight Christian Science churches, 
Chicago five, Philadelphia four and 
Buffalo four. Quite recently the doc- 
trines of Christian Science have se- 
cured a firm footho'd in England, Scot- 
land and Germany, and the present in- 
dications are that the growth of the 
denomination in those conservative 
countries will be as rapid as in the 
United Stats and Canada. The direc- 
tory of practitioners, published in a 
recent issue of the Christian Science 
Journal, Includes the names, of persons 
in Mexieo, Australia, the Bahamas, 
China. France, Haus. Italy, the Phil- 
ippine Islands and Switzerland. 
CHURCHES WITHOUT MORTGAGES 

The last few years have been an era 
of church building, during which many 
beautiful and costly buildings have 
been erected, notably the Mother 
Church of Poston. costing about 1200, 
000: Second Church of Christ, Scientist, 
of New York, costing almost half a 
million: First, Second and Third 
Chirches of Christ, Scientist, in Chi- 
cago, costing in the aggregate nearly 
$400,000, beetdes many in the smaller 
cities, and many more in course of con- 
«struction, including the First Church 
of Chriet, Scientiet, of New York, 
which will cost about $700,000, and 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
Denver, with a seating capacity of 
200. An unwritten law of the denom- 
ination ie that a church shall not be 
dedicated until paid fon and the re- 
lentiess and harassing burden of the 
church mortgage is unknown. 

Not the least interesting of the 
church’ bulldings erected by Christian 
Scientists is the church edifice 
Echofield, Wis., bullt and owned by a 
roclety composed of children, the old- 
eat not over 14 years of age. 

NO PROSELYTING. 

The growth of the denomination has 
not been due to any effort on the part 
of Christian Scientists to proselyte 
from or misrepresent other denomina- 
tions, but ts due to the fact that the 
practical application of the teachings 
of Christian Science has proved beyond 
contention to thinking people who have 
investigated the subject that salvation 
is possible and within the reach of all 
who faithfully and earnestly strive for 
it. It is not the purpose of Christian 
Scientists to interfere with those who 
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are satisfied with their religious beliefs, 


nor do they seek to force their views 
upon those who do not agree with 


them. 
BASIS OF SUCCBS8. 

It may reasonably be asked why this 
denomination has grown so rapidly, 
and an equally reasonable answer 
would be that In all ages humanity has 
been crying out for some certain 
demonstrable system by which it might 
be relieved from pain and 1 
and find health and peace and happi- 
ness, and, above all, that it might know 
God, “whom to know aright is life 
eternal.” Those who have turned to 
God through Christian Science grate- 
fully testify that they have found 
health, peace and happiness and a 
demonstrable knowledge of God and 
His Son, Jesus Christ, applicable to all 
their needs, and never failing when 
honestly applied. 

The American Encyclopedic Diction- 
ary says: The foundational truths of 
Christian Science are the reality and 
allness of God, the unreality and noth- 
ingness of matter, the spirituality of 
man and the universe, the omnipotence 
of good, the impotence of evil. The 
demonstrative actuality of Christian 
Science essentially distinguishes it 
from all other religions of the age.”

CITRUS FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


Current Season Shows Big Falling Of 
from the Preceding—Three Thousand 
Carloads to Go. 

During April the number of cars of 
oranges sent East from Southern Cali- 
fornia was 2556. and of lemons 102 
carloads. For April, 1901, there were 
3907 carioads of oranges and 82 of 
lemons sent out. The decrease in or- 
anges is 1385 carloads for the month. 
There was an increase of lemons 
amounting to twenty carloads. 

For the six months of the current 
season, November 1, 1901, to April 30, 
1902, the shipments of oranges number 
12,996 carloads, and of lemons 869, For 
the same period last season the ship- 
ments were 17,29 carloads of oranges 
and 1064 of lemons. This shows a 
falling off of 5391 carloads of oranges 
this season in six months and 168 of 
lemons. 

The falling off in shipments of or- 
an@es has all been in the four months 
of 1902, as up to New Year's Day, the 
figures for the two seasons were prac- 
tically the same. It is an average 
falling off of 1348 carloads per month, 
just about the same as for April, 
the declines for that month being 1351. 

The May movement this year will 
show a much greater decrease from 
that of May, 1991, and each month 
thereafter ts likely to show the same 
results, not in number of cars, of 
courses, but In the ratio of one month 
to another. 

To date, May 12, this year, the total 
movement of citrus frult has 
14.2% carloads, of which 1029 car- 
loads were lemons. It is not thought 
that there remains above 3000 carloads 
of oranges and lemons of the current 
crop. After May 1. last year the ship- 
ments amounted to 7000 carloads.
